Amsterdam, February 2?.—‘“Isolated 
and insignificant excesses” in Berlin 
yesterday are reported in a semi-offi- 
_Cial statement received here today from 
the German capital. Work is said to 
have been resumed at Hamburg and 

Danzig. 
' For the most part traffic was main- 
> tained in orderly manner, the state- 
~Mment adds. Publication of all newspa- 
pers has been resumed. 

The main centers of the German 

strike movement, according to a semi- 
official statement from Berlin, are 
_the districts of Berlin and Altona. The 
Jetter includes the armament centers 
of Hamburg and Kiel. The other arma- 
ment manufacturing districts, the 
‘Rhineland, Silesia, the Saar district 
“and the Kingdom of Saxony, have been 
“comparatively quiet up to this time. 
‘*_ The frontier correspondent of The 
Handelsblad speaks of secret meetings 
held in western Germany to decide 
whether to join the strike. Should the 
decision be in the affirmative the work- 
men. are declared to be determined to 
make the cessation of work general. 

The Koelnische Zeitung declares that 
a majority of the workmen in Cologne 
are opposed to the strike. 

The newspaper Tyd learns from a 
reliable source that the rioting in Ber- 
‘in on Thursday was precipitated by a 
shot fired when the police were trying 
to disperse a crowd which was pro- 
“ceeding towards Charlottenburg crying 
“Peace and bread!” A panic ensued 
when the shot was fired and the po- 
lice charged the crowd with drawn sa- 
bers. The strikers sought shelter be- 
hind overturned tramears and fired or 
hurled projectiles at the police. who 
‘were unabie to keep the excited people 
under control. About thirty strikers 
were wounded and taken to a hospitai.

Socialist Plea Rejected. 


At Thursday’s session of the munici- 
pal council of Berlin there Was an eX- 
cited debate in which the president was 
compelled to intervene. He ordered 
the clearance of the visitors’ gallery 
in which there was a great tumult while 
a speech was being made by Adolf 
Hoffman, a member of the council. 
After a debate the council, by a vote 
of 73 to 35 rejected socialist motions 
requesting the municipal authorities 
to take the most speedily measures to 
obtain restoration of the right of meet- 
ing in public assembly. The semi-offi- 
cial account of yesterday’s occurrences 
in Berlin reads: 

“According to reports in the evening 
papers only isolated and insignificant 
excesses occurred today. These were 
more the acts of youths and of mobs 
than of actual demonstrators. The pre- 
Vvailing opinion is that the prevailing 
strike has passed its zenith.” 

“In some factories the number of 
workers was increased by 3 thousand 
over yesterday. Most of the forward- 
ing agents, omnibus companies and 
street car lineg were able to maintain 
traffic in an orderly manner. All the 
newspapers reappeared. The _ strike 
in the printing trade is confined to pri- 
vate concerns. 

“Street life was disturbed nowhere. 
Even where large bodies of strikers 
promenaded no considerable disturb- 
ances occurred today. All attempts to 
persuade the street car employees to 
join the strike were unsuccessful. 

“Work is again proceeding in the 
shipyards at Hamburg and Danzig. At 
Kiel work will be resumed Saturday. 
The strike has not attained serious sig- 
nificance in the Rhenish Westphalian 
coal fields. Only diminishing numbers 
of workers struck. The Krupp works 
are in full swing.” é 


TIGHT HAND 
ON STRIKE NEWS. 


London, February 2.—The German 
government is keeping a tight hand on 
news of the strikes, which are attend- 
ed by demonstrations, 
other parts of Germany. But from 
details received today through Holland 
it is learned that the situation became 
serious Thursday when a considerable 
display of force was necessary to han; 
dle the mobs which attacked street 
cars and carried out other excesses in 
Berlin. 

For news of what transpired yester- 

day the public outside of Germany is 
largely dependent upon a semi-official 
report which says that “only isolated 
and entirely insignificant excesses” oc- 
curred that day, and says that the pre- 
vailing opinion is that “the strike has 
passed its zenith.” 
This seems to be supported by the 
fact that the newspapers, which were 
unable to appear Thursday owing to 
the sympathy displayed by their com- 
positors and pressmen with the strik; 
ers, all came out Friday, while the 
transport workers continue their la- 
bors. It is also asserted that work has 
been resumed at Kiel, Danzig and 
Hamburg, but it is admitted that ad- 
ditional miners have gone on strike at 
the Rhenish Westphalian coal fields. 

Information from various sources 
shows, however, that the strike in gen- 
eral is not over, despite the strong 
stand taken by the military authorities 
who are now in control. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says that 
the strike continues to extend to many 
other towns, while in Berlin it does 
not diminish, although martial law 
has been declared, in some of the fac- 
tories, and the workers have been or- 
dered to return by Monday under 
threat of disciplinary military meas- 
ures.

Coming from many months of close 
contact with the fighting front ‘In 
France, General March will be able to 
put into his task as head of the army 
all the knowledge he has acquired as 
to modern warfare. He is reputed by 
his fellow officers to be a man of quick 
decisions, a quality regarded as vital 
in a successful chief of staff. Upon 
that official rests the burden of seeing 
to it that the various bureaus of the 
department as well as the line of the 
army work out their problems in har- 
mony.

Russian citizens, and stating that the 
convention “demands their immediate

Russia.” 


Text of Telegram. 

The telegram, as approved, read: 

“The first convention of Russian cit- 
izens in the United States, assembled at 
New York, protests 
against the unjust sentence passed on 
the Russian citizens, Emma Goldman, 
Alexander Berkman and Becker and 
Kramer, and demands their immediate 


release and permission to return to) 
Russia.” ) 


Several delegates objected to the ab- 
rupt wording OG the telegram.to the 
president asserting that more “diplo- 
matic and tactful” Janguage should have 
been used. The discussion was brayght 
to an end, however, when the secre- 
tary announced that the telegram al- 
ready had been sent : 

A Bolshevik delegate who refused to 
give his name gained the floor for a 
plea in behalf of “some, W. Wi dele- 
gates present.” He said there were folr 
of five of these who had come without 
sufficient funds to pay the $25 initiation 


fee to the convention, All they could 
raise among them was $50, he said, 
and he moved that at least two be seat- 
ed with “all the rights of participa- 
tion.” This was violently opposed by 
the Mensheviki delegates, one of whom 
declared he was “a little bit ashamed to 
have the colonial congress tainted with 
the suggestion of the recent humilia- 
tion of the I. W. W. in the west.

Mmma Goldman .and Alexander 
Berkman today lost the liberty they 
have had under bonds while the United 
States supreme court was considering 
their appeal from ‘conviction for con- 
spiracy to interfere with the operation 
of the selective draft law. 

Berkman will be taken to the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., and 
Miss Goldman will Be returned to the 
state penitentiary at Jefferson City, 
Mo. Both were sentenced to two years 
imprisonment and pay fines of $10,000 
each. 

Berkman and Miss Goldman §sur- 
rendered at the United States marshal's 
office here this morning. 

Berkman before giving himself up 
said he had obtained information that 
the Bolshevikiin Russia would demand 
of fhe United States government that 
he @nd Miss Goldman not be forced to 
serve their prison terms, but be re- 
turned to Russia. 

This representation would be made, 
Berkman said, on the ground that in- 
asmuch as they were to be deported in 
any event at the expiration of’ their 
prison terms, this indicated the United 
States government's recognition of 
their status as Russian citizens, and 
being Russian citizens they were en- 
titled to be deported at once and with- 
out serving the prison sentences.

“As a result of various restrictive 
regulations established locally by state 
fuel administrators in certain states 
we are receiving many complaints of 
discrimination between different states 
and inequalities in the requirements 
of neighboring communities. After 
careful consideration, United States 
FMuel Administrator Garfield has con- 
cluded that regulations in every state 
should in general be uniform with 
those promulgated by Washington. 
This does not absolutely prohibit ad- 
ditional local regulations where they 
are necessitated by extraordinary lo- 
cal emergency, but in that case we 
believe that you should first consult 
and secure the sanction of the local 
authorities, either the mayor of the 
city or others responsible for 
government, and wire us for confir- 
mation, 

“We particularly desire to 
uniform regulations for the 
country at the earliest possible date, 
not later than February 6, having es- 
pecially in mind conformity with na- 
tional orders for lightless nights 
orders restricting churches, 
and other public gathering places, 
well as orders relating to 
drug stores, food stores 
selling necessities. 

“In general, we feel that the United

of transportation of the Atlantic Coast |

The Kilrain Bout. 

My first observation of Sullivan in 
acfion was at Richburg, July 6, 1889, 
when he reclaimed from Kilrain the 
championship belt he had.forfeited. 
The fight was the last bare knuckle 
fight on record. It lasted nearly five 
hours and took place in the open, Dur- 
ing that time there was 
and rain, but whether in rain or sun- 
shine, Sullivan was the same aggres- 
sive, plotting slugger that he was the 
day he stood Charley Mitchell off at 


Chantilly, France, fighting more than 
half of the battle with a broken arm. 

More than once during the seventy- 
five rounds Kilrain proved Sullivan's 
master because of his dash and flash, 
but Sullivan ever came back to the 
game with that dogged determination 
which was his through life. 

The night Sullivan lost the champion- 
ship to Corbett in 1892 he was not the 
man he had been. He won the cham- 
pionship with bare knucks, and with 
bare knucks he maintained it for 
years. 

His first introduction to five-ounce 
gloves was the night he faced Corbett, 
and it was the first battle in which he 
was defeated. 

Sullivan’s memory was like his mus- 
cle, which never softened. Faces and 
names were alike to him day after day. 
Though not usually known, he was 
more than ordinarily well read. He 
could quote if not literally, very clev- 
erly, from the best authors, while his 
“Burns” was equal to that of the best 
disciples of the Scottish bard. 

The last years of Sullivan's life were 
his quietest and best. With the aid 
of good Catherine, his wife, he stood 
over John Barleycorn with a smile as 
his greatest enemy was counted out, 
Then it was a chicken farm for him 
near Boston, where he lived quietly for 
several years, with a full measure of 
happiness which his friends wished for 
him,

Hardly had the news of the. passing 
of one of America’s greatest fistic 
champions been flashed broadcast than 
messages of sympathy began pouring 
in from men in all walks of life. Sulli- 
van, in his prime, was a popular idol 
and he never entirely lost his hold on 
the public. This was due not only to 
the success of his prize fighting days, 
but to his rugged battle later against 
his old easy-going habits. 

“John L.” always attributed his loss 
of the American championship to 
James J. Corbett by a knockout in 
New Orleans September 7, 1892, to 
liquor. He had made a fortune’in the 
prize ring and had spent it, when his 
friends tendered him a benefit concert 
in Boston to put him on his feet again. 
The money obtained from this venture 
went also according to his ruling hab- 
it, and then Sullivan’s old fighting 
spirit reasserted itself and he an- 
nounced that he had entered the list 
against John Barleycorn for a fight to 
the finish. 

The public regarded this challenge 
with interest, but “John IL.” battled 
with John Barleycorn as he had wiin 
all his opponents. He forced the 
fighting, as it were. He proclaimed 
his defiance of drink from platforms 
throughout the country and held him- 
self wp to the youth as a horrible ex- 
ample of what drink would do. He 
never let up in his aggressive fight 
against liquor, and frequently left his 
farm here for long temperance speak- 
ing tours, 

Fifty-nine Years Old. 

He was 59 years old when he was 
counted out. He had often expressed 
regret that he was too old to go with 
the boys overseas, but he was not too 
old to do his bit. He never declined 
an invitation to speak at a oes rais- 
ing or recruiting rally or in behalf of 
the Liberty Loan. Sullivan was never 
taught how to box. He took to fight- 
ing naturally. 

Fris first appearance in the ring was 
at a variety performance in Boston 
when he was in his ’teens, a magnifi- 
cently built young man weighing near- 
ly 200 pounds. A husky boxer, who 
was one of the performers, challenged 
any in the audience to enter the ring 
with him. It was a summons Sullivan 
could not refuse, although he had had 
no ring experience. Peeling off his 
coat he leaped upon the stage, took 
a blow to the head and knocked out 
his opponent with one clean punch 
straight from the shoulder. It was a 
method of fighting he never dropped.

Tactics, 
strategy, plans of campaigns were all 
swept away when John L. hammered 
his ruthless, undeviating way to the 
front. His style was atavistic, a re- 
turn to the simple, primitive principle 
of battering an opponent into insensi- 
bility. His success, coupled 
free manners, a certain social triumph 
and his subsequent position as a semi- 
public character proclaimed him a sort 
of dignitary in the sporting world. 
After his nine-round fight with Paddy 
Rvan. on the strip of greensward on 
the Gulf of Mexico, the word “knock- 
out” was manufactured by Billy Mad- 
den, Sullivan's trainer, to describe the 
effect of his blows when properly de- 
livered. 
His hardest fight was with Jake Kil- 
rai It was fought near New Orleans 
and lasted for seventy-five rounds.. 
That was the last championship contest 
in the United States to be fought with 
bare knuckles, under the old rules. 


That fight~ practically decided the 


useleasness Of trving to beat Sullivan | 
by combating him in his own sledge | 


hammer style. <A_ thirty-nine-round 
fight with Charley Mitchell, a wary and 
ekillful boxer, seemed to show fighting 
managers that the great John I. might 
be vulnerable to a man who could box 
well and stay with him long enough 
to wear him down. The opportynity to 
try this method on the champio fell to 
Tames J. Corbett. The purse was t 
largest ever put up in a ring battle up 
to that time. The purse was $25,000 
and the stakes $20,000. The fight that 
was to end John I.'s championship was 
fought before the Olympic club, of 
New Orleans. When the fight was over 
there was a new champion of the 
world. Sullivan was thirty-four at the 
time of his defeat. 

Sullivan said himself that he made 
two millions in the fighting business 
and spent one million of it in buying 
drinks for himself and his host of 


admirers. 
Knocked .Out 200 Men. 

He had knocked out two hundred 
men, of one sort or another, in his 
fichting career, and finally he said 
that in a saloon in Terre Haute, Ind., 
in 1905. he gave the “Black Bottle,” his 
greatest enemy, the knockout wallop. 
On the occasion of the degision with re- 
gard to the “Black Bottle.” he said: 

“Tf 1 take-.another drink, I hope I 
choke, so help me God.” He never took 
another, but kept up his fight for tem- 
perance by lecturing occasionally on 
the evils of drink for those who have 
athletic ambitions, 

He was born in Boston October 15, 
1858, and passed the later years of his 
life on a farm whieh he owned near 
West Abineton, Mass. He was twice 
married. His first wife was Annie 
Rates, of Centerville, R. I. whom he 
married in 1882, but with whom he lived 
only a few months and from whom he 
ebtained a divorce on the ground of 
desertion after twenty-six years. At 
fifty-one years of age the former cham- 

ion took as his second wife Kate Har- 
fins, of Roxbury, who was his sweet- 
heart years before when he was “The 
Boston Strone Boy.” ,

Cobb has worked 
along that theory from the outset, 
Early in his career players regarded 
him as running wild. One veteran 
humorously remarked after Cobb had 
done everything but stolen the park, 
that the only safe way to play him was 
to throw the ball to the base ahead of 
the one Cobb was trying for. Even at 
that he said one was still taking con- 
siderable chance. 


You may have forgotten the fact, but 
during the early years of Cobb’s career, 
years in which he was leading the 
American league in batting, he as 
known as a one field hitter. Practi . 
ly all of Cobb’s hits were toward right 
field. When it became apparent Cobb 
was a one field hitter, rival clubs be- 
gan playing for him. The outfield and 
(infield was so shifted that Cobb’s 
| chances of hitting safely to right field 
would be greatly minimized. When it 
became evident to Cobb that he was 
playing into the hands of the opposition 
with this style of hitting, it didn’t 
take him long to devise means to reme- 
dy it. For three weeks, during a stay 
at home, Cobb changed his stride at 
batting practice. He would bat for an 
hour atatime in themorning, making 
a particular effort to hit each ball into 
left field. He soon accomplished his 
purpose. Cobb is no longer a one field 
hitter. He hits to all parts of the park, 
harder to left field, I believe, than any 
Other place. 


Last season Cobb pulled something 
new in base running. When trying to 
reach a base, and it was apparent he 
would be an easy out, if he went into 
the base in the usual manner, he adopt- 
ed different tactics. He simply made it

Hal Chase Is the Only 
First-Sacker in the Game 
That Figures Show His 
Superior.

The Red Sox have one of the most 
consistent clubbers in the history of 
the game in John McInnis, the last of 
Connie Mack’s Big Four to leave the 
Athletics. Stuffy has been a regu- 
lariy employed member of the Mack~ 
men since 1911 and since then, the of- 
ficial records show, he has clouted for 
a mark that varied only 32 points in 
eight years. Stuffy thrice has passed 
me .320 mars. Spotting 821 in ‘11, .314 in 


following year ebb- 
ed to .295, only to get back into the 
.300 class last season with .303. 

A detailed study of the official Amer- 
ican league averages disclose the fact 
that Stuffy early contracted the habit 
of going on a swatting rampage and 
frequently these sprees came at a time 
when they saved the wavering Mack- 
men from a slump. If Stuffy can con- 
tinue this phase of his clubbing his in- 
dividual swatting feats undoubtedly 
will ease the Red Sox over many a 
period of depression or avert such a 
mishap altogether. He is a youngster 
and ought to give Back Bay fans many 
a season of stellar service. 

Although Stuffy was with the Ath- 
letics in 1909 and 1910 he wasn't deem- 
ed capable enough to fit into Mack's 
$100,000 infield until 1911. And Mack 
refused to let him sit in in spite of 
the fact that McInnis gmote the apple 
for an average of .301 in 1910. Stuffy 
performed one feat that marked him 
as an extraordinary hitter in his hast 
year as a sub. On July 30, 1910, he 
went up against Walter Johnson thrice 
and twice banged out triples. He only 
got a single the other trip, but he had 
a perfect day at the expense of the 
speed king. 

Five Hits in Five Tries. 

Stuffy twice made four singles in 
four times up the following year, on 
May 12 and September 11. He also 
made five hits in five tries on April 29, 
one swat being a three-sacker. 

In 1912 Stuffy’s penchant for con-

quickly dropped him. e has not been 
heard of since in big league annals, 

The next season Stuffy had a series 
of eleven successive games productive 
of one or more swats, the sum total 
being fifteen clouts. At another time 
in 1913 he made four hits daily for four 
days. His best tgp feat of that 
ear-was a run of eighty-eight error- 
ess games out of ninety-one. 


Stuffy’s consecutive. hitting game 
figure for 1914 was twelve contests: in 
which he drove out twenty-two swats. 
On three different days he made four 
hits, this stellar slugging netting thir- 
teen bases. Incidentally Mclinnis field- 
ed flawlessly in seventy-seven out of a 
stretch of seventy-nine battles. 

McInnis didn’t do much in the way of 
going after Ty Cobb’s mark for day-in- 

1d-day-out clubbing in 1915, nor was 
there anything noteworthy in his field- 
ing that season, but he made amends 
for this oversight the succeeding sum- 
mer when he had two good batting 
streaks. One carried over fifteen games 
for twenty-five hits and thirty-two 
bases, while the other lasted eleven 
games and netted fifteen safeties for 
eighteen sacks. 

Mack's tactics of riddling his club 
didn’t inspire Stuffy to great deeds last 
year, but he had enough pep under the 
discouraging conditions to finish the 
season with an average of .303, 

As a defensive player, there is only 
this to be said of McInnis: He has had 
but one superior in modern baseball, 
Hal Chase when Prince Hal was in his 
prime. Although much smaller than 
the average first-sacker, Stuffy is as 
deft and as nimble as they make ‘em 
and can stretch as well as anybody 
else. He also can go up after tall 
tosses and come down on the sack in a 
way that is positively uncanny. His 
fielding averages prove how well he 
can take care of any ball he can reach.

Pope Benedict XV. Ex- 
presses Deep Desire for 
Speedy Return of Tranquil 
Days. )

Rome, January 20.-—The article which 


follows is not a formal interview. 


Against that form of expression Pope 
Benedict XV. has achieved an unalter- 


able prejudice. It ig, however, the.rec- 
ord of a friendly conversation of which 
his holiness granted me the privilege 
in his atudy at the vatican. Since I 
have written it, it has been read and 
graciously approved as the result of my 
anxiety in .mno way to misinterpret his 
holiness to the readers of this news- 
paper. 

“There is one thing for which the 
whole world may pray with an unceas- 
ing earnestness,” his holiness — said, 
slowly. “That is for the speedy resto- 
ration of justice and brotherly love 
upon the earth. Ever has injustice 
been the fruitful source of human mis- 
ery. Out of the lessons of this war, 
this most incredible of all catastrophes 
which ever have beaten down human- 
ity, surely it is not too much to hope 
that there may spring a new sense of 
a determination to do such justice as 


can come only through mutual under- 
Standing, nation to nation; such jus- 
tice as, in the past, right-thinking men 
have striven to do one to another. 


Glory ef Sacrifice. 


“There is this about this war: it has | 


brought to millions of men’s minds the 
glory and necessity of sacrifice for 
an ideal. That is a good thing, if 
the ideal be unselfish, as usually is 


the actual fighting in a war. Sacri- 


faze is ever elevating.

“Those,of your countrymen, as those 
of other nations who participate in the

De- 
fense, who writes: 

“We organized the woman’s commit- 
tee of the council here with practi- 
cally every woman’s organization in 
town represented, including the social 
clubs, the members of which feel they 
would prefer to give their time to as- 
sisting in all matters so vital to us 
now instead of wasting it upon social 
affairs. I am enclosing a list of of-{ 
ficers. Owing to the unusual weather 
and fuel shortage, we have not met 
since, though some work has been un- 
dertaken by each organization and a 
full report will be given you as quick- 
ly as possible. At any rate, we are 
thoroughly organized and in position to 
do quickly anything we are called 
upon to do. 

“Monday, ‘T start out on a six days’ 
campaign with the county farm dem- 
onstrator. I am to make three ad- 
dresses per day, eighteen in all. We 
are going before the farmers and their 
wives and are to stress the urgency of 
raising foodstuffs and conserving them. 
I have already been to each of the 
twenty county schools and arranged 
for gardens, and secured the seed from 
our congressmen. I am a farmer, my- 
self, running twenty-eight plows. The 
county agent wants me to speak upon 
the plan I have adopted with my own 
tenants, or requiring them to raise 
grain and foodstuffs and to keep cows, 
hogs and chickens; also to stress the 
necessity of canning everything possi- 
ble. If you can send me any informa- 
tion along this Dine, or indicate any 
other subject which you would like me 
to bring before the people, I hope you 
will write me to reach me before Mon- 
day.

Narrow print cloths have sold on a 
basis of 76 cents a pound, or 10 cents a 
yard for 27-inch 64x6@s. Scarcity is pre- 
nounced in canton flannels, denims and suit- 
ing materials for heavy wear. Tickings have 
been advanced and neariy all heavy goods 
in the brown are higher. 

Purchases have been restricted greatly by 
the unwillingness of mills to sell freely while 
deliveries are so uncertain and production so 
much curtailed. Buyers have been operat- | 
ing on print cloth yarn goods, sheetings and 
eombed yarn goods for deliveries in the sec- 
ond quarter of the year.

OUR WEALTH .IN WATER. 


A few days ago a gentleman from Dade 
county came to the office of State Geologi 
McCallie with the statement that & bith 
erto unknown seam of coal had been di* 
covered in that county. The discovery has 
created general interest. 

The state geologist, with characteristic 
and becoming alertness, gave due publicity 
to the report and set about an investigation 
which is now under way. 

And why this unusual interest in the 
announcement? 

Because coal represents heat and power, 
comfort and wealth. 

Scattered all over Georgia, in large and 
smaller forces, are today water powers 
which, developed, would mean more to the 
state than any dozen new coal veins that 
might be discovered! Water power sites 
which, if developed, would mean to every 
community within reach of one, the equiva- 
lent, in heat, power, comfort, wealth, of a 
coal mine in the center of every cOmmu- 
nity! 

All over this state are men who read 
with interest, envy and expectation news 
of the discovery of the new Dade county 
coal seam, without realizing that they may 
themselves be living within reach of a wast- 
ed waterfall that has been humming in their 
ears from infancy, and which, potentially, 
means infinitely more to them than would 
the discovery of a coal mine under their 
very feet. 

Just now the government is going to the 
limit of drastic action in an effort to con- 
serve the country’s coal supply. 

It could do no wiser nor better thing to

‘the end of conserving the coal supply than 


to get actively back of a nation-wide move- 
ment to substitute gravity water power for 
coal! 

In this connection the story of the Tal- 


lulah Falls and Tugaloo development proem 


ect, which appears in the magazine section 
of this issue, affords a striking illustration 
of the possibilities of our wasted water 
powers. 

it shows that the Tallulah Falis tunnel 
power house and the Tugaloo dam power 
house combined will furnish 200,000-horse 
water power, or the equivalent of the power 
that could be furnished by 21,875 cars of coal 
of 40 tons capacity each, or 875,000 tons of 
coal, in one year. 

Of that total capacity, one-half is now 
developed and in use; the remainder will 
be made available very soon. 

Now, suppose that in the present fuel 
crisis that power at Tallulah Falls had not 
existed; and that the power furnished by 
the Columbus and the Ocmulgee plants had 
not been developed—as they have been only 
within the past few years: It would have 
meant that practically four-fifths of the fac- 
tories in this state would have been forced 
to shut down because of inability to get 
coal! As we all know only*too well, it has 
been hard enough to procure coal for domes- 
tic heating purposes and to operate the few 
industries that still use coal for power; and 
if in addition to that, coal had been re- 
quired to supply the thousands of horse- 
power units now consumed by the Georgia 
industries using hydro-electric power, it 
would have meant literally hundreds of 
thousands of tons of coal, and millions of 


| dollars in wasted transportation energy, la- 
' ber at the mines, and the wastage of thou-

struction industry; why? 


“ Because ft saw that by no other means

But the job is too big for private capital 
to tackle without proper backing by the gov- 
ernment. ee 
The government should back the water 
power development of the country just as 
it did the wonderful irrigation development 
of the west—and which it did without the 
loss of a dollar! 
If our streams—hundreds of them—that 
are now tumbling down out of the moun- 
tains and the foothills of the Blue Ridge 
could be harnessed and put to work hauling 
railroad trains, generating light and powér 
for household and industrial use—and ulti- 
mately heat also, it would make no differ- 
ence to the people of this section if they 
never saw another pound of coal, because 
they would no longer be dependent upon it. 
And thus those who might still be dependent 
upon it would have that much more at their 
disposal. 

Such development would have immeas- 
urable value purely as a visible national 
asset! 


‘ALE PATRIOTIC DAYS.

The government hasn’t thought out all 
the ways in which the people car help; 
much has been left to the individual, who, 
to keep clear conscience with his country,

“Just paid the last installment on my 
liberty bond,” said one patriot, “but I'll not 
stop at that: There'll be another one along 
pretty soon,—and I'll be ready for it!” 

That’s the right spirit—the patriotic 
view! 

Hearty help on all sides, and—keep the 
work going’! 

For it’s work to win, and—al] days are 
patriotic days!

THE SALVATIONISTS’ “DRIVE.” 

Indorsed by the Red Cross, the Y. M. 
C. A., the president of the United States, 
Secretary of War Baker, General Pershing 
and other prominent organizations and in- 
dividuals active in the business of winding 
up the affairs of the kaiser, the American 
Salvation Army has undertaken a “drive” 
to recruit a war fund of a million dollars, 
of which the seven southeastern states are 
asked to contribute only $75,000. 

Notwithstanding the heavy demands that 
have been made upon us since the war be- 
gan—and every one of them ‘met. by the 
way'—it is not to be thought our people 
will falter in meeting this call within the 
time limit prescribed, which is the last of 
this month. 

Not much noise has been made about it, 
but the Salvation Army went into the war 
very shortly after the British army did, and 
has been in it ever since. It already has 
expended about $1,000,000 in war work, 
building, equipping and maintaiging 77 ho- 
tels and “huts” behind the lines in France, 
providing an aggregate of 4,000 soldier and 
sailor lodgers with comfortable beds and 
clean surroundings. It also has done a won- 
derful amount of good in safeguarding the 
health of the dale against contamination 
from outside sources, and providing them 


ministering to theirneeds. : 

The immediate. object of the present 
“drive” is to raise another $1,000,000 to be 
devoted exclusively to the welfare of the 
American army, both in France and in the 
training camps at home. One-half of the 
amount will be spent in France, and $260,- 
000 of it will be expended for yarns and 
other materials for the Red Cross, to be 
used by our women-folk in the manufacture 
of sweaters and other knit garments for 
the troops. 

While it is doing this work, which is al- 
together and distinctly in the nature of war 
service, the Salvation Army will, of course, 
continue with its accustomed painstaking 
care all of its various charities and philan- 
thropies among the impoverished people in 
civilian life. This latter work is so exten- 
sive as to leave little of the organization's 
ordinary income for war purposes, hence 
the necessity for the present special cam- 
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THE MARGARINE INDUSTRY. 


While the United States is engaged in an

makes it look like butter! 

Suppose they do! What of it!

Margarine made with peanut or cotton- 
seed oi] is as clean as the cleanest of the 
butter that is put upon the market; and cer- 
tainly it is qs healthful. And if it'is sold on 
its face valfe and for what it 8, wh¥ should 
not the industry be encouraged ratifér than 
discouraged ?

Three weeks before the big push of July 
i1—as the Battle of the Somme has been call- 
ed—started, exact duplicates of the German 
trenches were dug about thirty kilos behind 
our lines. The layout of the trenches were 
taken from aeroplane photographs submit- 
ted by the Royal Flying corps. The trenches 
were correct to the foot; they showed dug- 
outs, saps, barbed wire defenses and danger 
spots. 

Battalions that were to go over in the 
firet waves were sent back for three days 
to study these trenches, engage in practice 
attacks, and have nightemaneuvers. Each 
man was required to ke a map of the 
trenches and familiarize himself with the 


| names and location of the parte his battalidn 


was to attack. . 

In the American army non-commissioned 
officers are put through a course of map 
making or road sketching, and during my 
six years’ service in the United States c@y- 
alry, I had plenty of practiog in this wofk,

their trenches. The gns read “Fair,” 
“Fact,” “Fate” and “F " and s0 .on, ac- 
cording to the code names on our map. Then 
to rub it in, they hoiste@ some more signs 
which read, “When ate you coming over?’ 
or “Come on, we are ready, stupid English.” 


It is still a mystery to me how they ob- 
tained this knowledge. There had been no 
raids or prisoners taken, so it must have 
been the work of spies in our own lines. 

Three or four days before the Big Push 
we tried to shatter Fritz’s nerves by feint 
attacks, and partially succeeded as the of- 
ficial reports of July 1 show. 

Although we were constantly bombarding 
their lines day and night, still we fooled the 
(iJermans several times. This was accom- 
plished by throwing an intense barrage into 
his lines,—then using smoke shells we would 
put a curtain of white smoke’across No Man's 
Land, completely obstructing his view of 
our trenches, and would raise our curtain 
of fire as if in an actual attack. All down 
our trenches the men would shout and cheer, 
and Frétz would turn loose with machine- 
gun, rifle, and shrapnel fire, thinking we 
were coming over. 

After three or four of these dummy at- 
tacks his nerves must have been near the 
breaking point. 

On June 24, 1916, at 9:40 o’clock in the 
morning, our guns opened up, and hell was 
let loose. The din was terrific, a constant 
boom-boom-boom in your ear. 

At night the sky was a red giare. Our 
bombardment had lastéd about two hours 
when Fritz started replying. Although we 
were sending over ten shells to his one, our 
casualties were heavy. There was a con- 
stant stream of stretchers coming out of 
the communication trenches and burial par- 
ties were a common sight. , 

In the dugouts the noise of the guise al- 
most hurt. You had the same sensation as 
when riding on the subWay you enter the 
tube under the .river going to Brooklyn—a 
sort of pressure on the ear drums, and the 
ground constantly trembling. 
¢ The roads behind the trenches were very 
dangerous because Boche shrapnel was con- 
stantly bursting over them. We avoided 
these dangerous spots by crossing through 
open fields. 

The destruction in the German lines was 
awful and I really felt sorry for them be- 
cause | realized how they must be click- 
ing it. as” :

Breach Is Probable. 


Not_even the desire to annex Serbia 
is to be found in the current Austrian 
press, for this would also bring a con- 
siderable fresh Slav element in and add 
to the difficulties of dealing with the 
southern Slave, who are now Austrian 
eubjects. Austria has no immediate im- 
perialistic ambitions. She is tempo- 
rarily freed from all the dangers that 
led her to risk war nearly four years 
ago. Any annexation on any frontier 
would weaken her, and her statesmen 
recognize thie. Save on the Itallan 
side, no real claim is now made on any 
of her territory by her enemies—and 
the Italian claim has been measurably 
weakened by recent Italian disasters. 
If Austria is to continue the war it 
must be solely for German ends. Grant- 
ed that her statesmen are willing, will 
they remain so? And will her people 
for long endure their present agonies? 

It seems hardly likely. Rather it ie 
to be expected that theer will be a 
slow but sure drifting apart of German 
and Austrian policies if the war party 
remains in control in Berlin. Austria 
has regained her independence, in faci, 
by deliverance from peril. She is bound 
in her own interest to disagree more 
and more w German insistence on a 
prolongation of the conflict.

Therefore, if Germany hopes to gain 
her ends she must gain them with little 
delay: she must crush her western 
foes ‘before the Austrian affair gives 
them comforg@and discourages her own 
people. Time has again turned against 
the German, it seems to me, and time 
has been such ai “(fickle friend all 
through the war! Hence TI look for an 
acceleration of the pace of German 
preparation for attack on the west 
front and an early opening of the cam- 
paign of 1918.

CLUBS ARE PLANNING 
FOR BIENNIAL MEETING 


Mrs. R. T. Daniel Calls Atten- 
tion to Approaching Conven- 
tion at Hot Springs. 


The time is fast approaching for the 
1918 Biennial to be held in Hot Springs, 
Ark., April 29 to May 6. 

Each club of the Georgia Federation 
belonging to the General Federation of 


Women’s Clubs is entitled to represen- 
tation at the biennial if in good stand- 
ing, that means if dues for 1918 are 
paid not later than March 31. 

The treasurer of the General Fed- 
eration urges that all checks sent to 
her be made payable to Mrs. W. B. 
oung, treasurer, and not simply to 
Mrs. W. B. Young. 

It is also very 
each payment of dues the 
members belonging be stated, as the 
treasurer is expected to keep a record 
of the same. 

Arficle viii, section General Fed- 
eration of Woman's clubs: 

Mach Federated club or kindred or- 
ganization of one hundred members or 
fewer shall be entitled to be repre- 
sented by one delegate, for a member- 
ship of two hundred members two dele- 
gates, and for each additional two hun- 
dred members one additional delegate. 

Section 3. Each state of twenty-five 
clubs or less shall be entitled to be rep- 
resented by four delegates. Each state 
shall be entitled to one additional dele- 
gate for every additional twenty clubs. 

The representation from federations, 
other than state federations, of ten 
clubs or fewer, shall be one delegate, 
and one additionai delegate for every 
additional twenty clubs, 

Section 4 Members of the clubs be- 
longing to the General Federation may 
be present at the biennial conventions, 
may take-part in discussions upon all 
measures .brought forward, but 
otherwise entitled, shall not introduce 
motions or vote. 

There are thirty-three clubs in Geor- 
gia belonging to the General Federa- 
tion.

The route selected by the executive 
board will be from Atlanta to Hot 
Springs via Birmingham, Memphis and 
Rock Island lines.

It has a/large and capable group of 
workers who have done a great work 
and by untiring efforts has achieved 
wonderful results. It has 1,200 mem- 
bers registered. Many favors have 
been received from merchants and 
others in fitting up the headquarters, 
which we have just moved into, 92% 
North Forsyth street, this attractive 
place being donated by H. M. Patter- 
son. Here we have ~ a large hall 
where weekly entertainments are given 


for soldiers. 

The rental bureau, of which Mrs. 
W. H. Kiser is chairman, and Mrs. W. 
G. Bryan, co-chairman, was undertaken 
at the request of Mr. Kriegshaber, 
chairman of training camp activities, 
continues to grow, having located over 
two hundred families of the officers 
at Camp Gordon and Fort McPherson. 
This committee has charge of the Sat- 
urday afternoon teas for the enlisted 
men, Six of these entertainments have 
been given, having at each one between 
one hundred and two hundred soldiers. 

The overseas relief, Mrs. Marion 
Hooper, chairman, has shipped over 
2,000 garments abroad, and in addition 
has sent 1,000 cakes of soap and 1,000 
pairs of stockings. Several commit- 
tees do cutting and sewing, meeting 
twice a week at. league headquarters 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. Much 
money and material have been donated. 

Three hundred carbolized garments 
have been made by the committee of 
which Hrs. Oscar Elsas is chairman. 
One thousand yards of cheese cloth 
have been donated. 

Over 1,000 garments have been knit- 
ted and donated to the battleship Geor- 
gia, the Seventh engineers, and Geor- 
gia boys in various camps. A donation 
of $190 was made to this committee, of 
which Mrs. Wilmer Moore is chair- 
man. 

Through the trench candles commit- 
tee, Mrs. W. 8S.
